Applicant* argues that, unlike that of Matsuga et al (U.S. 6,621 ,921 ), the instant invention enables the calculation of parameters without the 
view point positions by using images at three or more view points as required by claim 1 . However, claim 1 does not recite enabling "the 
.calculation of parameters without view point positions". Claim 1 recites, an image holding device for holding images obtained by shooting 
"a plane, where a known pattern is drawn with the base camera and the detection camera, at at least three view points free from any 
spatial positional restrictiona parameter calculating device for calculating parameters necessary for distance measurement in the stereo 
system based on the images held by the image holding part." Besides, the Matsuga et al. reference does not preclude such a process or 
method. 
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
